AN DWP X| 
AGAIN!!! 

May was a good month for both CQ 
and QST: the former contained our club 
victory in 1993 WPX, and the latter 
extolled our virtues in SS, In SS, we 
came out finally with 7,439,544 points 
out of 80 entries, beating our next 
competitor, the Yankee Clipper Contest 
Club. by over2 megapoints, We'd better 
watch out next year, however, as the 
Southern Calif CC had 6.2M points to 
win the medium category (50 entries or 
less), We should be really pround of 
ourselves, since winning SS reflects a 
wonderful, broad-based effort, The 
overall phone winner, by the way, was 
our own Rich, KI3V/7, who swears he 
did it with only one radio, W6QHS 
(KM9P op) came ina very close second. 
WPX SSB CONTEST MUSINGS 

Due to editorial tyranny by W6ISQ. 
last month's column went to press the 
evening that WPX Phone finished, so 
there wasn’t any time to include any 
comments On that contest (plus | was 
pretty wasted, having done what for me 
was a Very Serious single-op at home 
station). Some of the things I noticed: 

a) I continue to think that this 
contestcould be much improved by 
eliminating the zero points for contacts 
with your country. There should he a 
basic symmetry in contesting, so that 
both parties to the qso should want to 
make the contact, ie., both should get 
credit for it. But—in wpx, once I've 
worked an N8, then all the rest of the 
N8’s get credit for working me, but I 
don’t get any for working them, 
Changing the rule would lead to more 
activity. plus redressing the inequities 
between, say. VE’s and W's. See my 
rantings in May. 1993 JUG for fuller 
explanation. Nobody wouldbehurt,since 
W’s never win the contest anyway. 

Asanexample.comparemy ownscore 
to two VE6’s that had similar qso and 


multipliertotals but much higherscores: 

AE6Y 1439 X 605 = 1.345M (pyts/Q= 1.54) 

VE6IY 1410 X 608 

CI6V_ 1283 X 527 = 1.496M (pts/Q 

The difference? Well. they may have 
more40/80mgso's (seebelow.my theory 
ofhigh North American scores in WPX), 
but Pll betthat VE6JY andThad virtually 
all the same stations in the log—the 
biggest factor is that when he worked a 
KD4, he got2 or4 points: when I worked 
the same station, I got zip. 

b) On a related tront, why do US 
stations want to work anyone in the US 
two or three times on different bands? 
They get no points for the additional 
contacts, and neither do we. [must have 
had at least 30 or 40 US stns work me 
more than once. 

¢) Also, a suggestion to portable ops: 
pickan interesting prefix (as VE3SUN/ 
WT6 always did). As I understand the 
rules. astationsuch as W2XX X/6counts 
as W2 prefix, buthe can legally take any 
legal prefix, such as W2XXX/NT6, and 
give outanew one), Am I wrong onthis? 

d) A suggestion to the publicists for 
CQP next year: there wereseveral VE8"s 
onthisweekend,inadditiontooldfaithful 
VYIJA. Why not write to them and 
invite them to participate in CQP? 

e) Conditions seemed to be better than 
in the ARRL Phone contest (or maybe 
there was just much more activity). Still 
no EU's on 10 meters, though half the 
population of Argentina seemed to beon 
the air (maybe it’s all those antennas | 
saw onthe rooftops of Buenos Aires, hi). 
There was some interesting propagation 
on 20 meters Saturday night, where aJA 
tun slid seamlessly into a Northern ex- 
USSR run that lasted at least 90 minutes. 
Trey had his dial welded to 14163,just 
let them come to him (some even came 
my way). 

f) Some terrific local efforts 
observed:Trey, WN4KKN operating at 
W6QHS skunked us all once again. 
There was a fine multi-multi (two xmtr) 
by AA6MC, ADOE and KOWKX, using 
the call AD6E and AA6MC’s new 
superstack of Force 9 antennas, and 
WM2C did a great job in a 20 meter 
single-bander at K6KM, as did AB6ZV 


(ex-WB6JPY) on 80m with his 2 el. 
Force 5 Yagi). | understand that Rich, 
N6KT, went QRP after finding his amp 
blown and soldiered on to a new QRP 
world record at HC8A (part of the time 
at 1.5 watts!). 

g) Anyone looking for the secret of 
high WestCoast scores in a sunspot 
minimum need look no further than the 
summary sheet for the excellent multi- 
Single effort at WOEEN, which shows 
almost 3000 QSO points on 40 meters 
(morethanthey hadonany otherband)— 
they must have hadoneheck ofaJA run! 
n fact, TH bet the single greatest 
corellation in W/K scores is with serious 
40-meter aluminum, 

I calculated the pts/q for all of our 
scores(see below), and am embarrassed 
to see that yours truly has one of the 
lowest figures. This tells me that I've 
gotto do fourthings in the future: (1) Not 
get seduced by the ego trip of running 
US stations (though we do need the 
prefixes), (2) Point the antennas toJA as 
early and as late as possible, (3) Put up 
something more awe-inspiring than 
inverted vees for 40, especially, and 
even 80, and/or (4) Wait for conditions 
to improve so we can run Europeans on 
the high bands as in the old days, 
NEW VP/CC IN THE WORKS 

Elections are coming in time for a 
peaceful nonviolent transfer of power. 
Though this goes to press before our 
May meeting, I assume that the official 
slate will be elected, in which case I 
cheerfully hand over the word processor 
to my successor, who was also my 
predecessor, Bob, N6IP. Please be sure 
to send all scores and summary sheets to 
him, not to me. I’ve enjoyed being VP/ 
CC and thank you all for your help and 
Support this past year.

World Record WPX Phone Contest 1994 


Editor's Note: Seems like only yesterday that Rich Smith, NKT, set a new world record by making more than 10,000 QSOs as a single 
Op in one contest at HC8A. He didn’t plan to go QRPp when he left the states, but circumstances dictated that it was QRPp or not much 
else. He was not nicknamed La Maquina during the multi-multi CQ WW SSB '93 at EAQUK for nothing. His fast talk at HCBA set a 


new QRP WPX Phone world-record for number of QSOs in a major contest by a single op. 
Pare l de Rich Smith, N6KT 

In December 1993, I received a FAX from my friend Guido, HC8GR. He 
informed me that he had SOLD his property on San Cristobal on which was located 
the world-record-holding station which I operated as HC8A. The property is called 
“El Junco” and is in a remote area of the island 

I was shocked! Fortunately there was some better news as I read the rest of the 
FAX. He said he wanted to keep HC8 on the air for future contests and we could 
set up the station at his home in town. 

We talked on the air during January and February about whether his house would 
bea good place for contest operations, Even though he lives in a small town, I was 
concerned about line noise and TVI, We decided to try a contest to see whether this 
would be a good location for future operations. I would come down and operate the 
WPX Phone contest. 

T arrived at San Cristobal to find all the antennas taken apart and cleaned, towers, 
were repaired and being painted. Guido had planned well for the building of the 
station and things were progressing almost as planned. Guido had a part-time 
assistant, “Washington”, staying athishouse, Giuido made “Washington” available 
to me as full-time help with station construction 

We started putting together the antennas while Guido arranged the erection of the 
towers. The previous location, “El Junco”, was on a hill and was much cooler that 
the current location, which is at sea level. 

Tower erection on San Cristobal is an interesting feat. They use what might be 
called the “Armstrong Tilt-Up” method. First, a metal base held by concrete is 
prepared. Then one side of the bottom section is attached to the base and tilted over. 
The rest of the sections are attached. Guido calls a bunch of locals who push the 
tower up to about a 30 degree angle, then Guido’s truck pulls itup the rest of the way. 

This works well most of the time. Unfortunately, we had a bad experience when 
wetried to stand up a 24 metertower, The ropes stretched while the tower was being 
pulled up by the truck and, when the tower became vertical, the ropes unstretched 
and pulled the tower down. Luckily, it didn’t land on Guido’s house. He is 
considering using a gin pole in the future 

We had quite a time putting the 20 meter beam back together. It had fallen last 
year and was in BAD shape. It took one complete day to search through all of 
Guido’s pieces of left-over aluminum and pieces of old broken antennas to find 
parts that could be used to put 20 back together. Not all straight and not with stock- 
sized elements, but it was together, 

The antennas were finally ready about an hourbefore the start of the contest. Time 
to connect-up the station! With 30 minutes to go before the start, I turned on the 
amplifierand tried to tune it. No idling current! I rechecked the connections, looked 
at the manual, and finally decided that I probably wasn’t going to be able to fix the 
amp quickly. 

Thad a decision: Low Power or QRP. I decided on QRP because I have never 
tried QRP in the 18 years I’ve been contesting. It would be a challenge. 

I put Guido’s power meter in the line, whistled into the mike, turned the mike 
down till the meter read 5 watts, and I was all set. At 00:38, I called W4MYA on

very strong. A few CQs didn’t net a 
single QSO. 

Changed bands to 20 meters, set the 
power to 5 watt, and started calling CQ 
up high inthe band. Afew stations called 
and I was on my way. 30 QSOs were in 
the log inthe firsthalfhour, but it seemed 
too slow. During a few unanswered 
CQs, I rechecked all connections and 
settings. Then I saw the problem—the 
power meter was in the 20-watt position 
and I was reading power on the 200 watt 
scale. I was really running 1/2 watt!! 

After resetting the power to a “real” 5 
watts, things started moving a bit better. 
I was able to run 20 meters for a few 
hours with rates of over 100 Qs perhour. 
I did experience one of the problems that 
I was concerned about—line noise! S6 
on 20 meters! I had stations calling me 
that! couldn’thear. I chuckled to myself 
that I might be the first QRP Alligator!
